STUDENT  ASSEMBLY 

The  Assembly,  reorganized  this  year,  is  to 
provide  a  better  representative  type  of  stu¬ 
dent  government.  A  student  was  chosen 
from  each  home  room  to  act  as  represent¬ 
ative  for  his  particular  group  in  speaking  to 
the  Assembly. 

A  code  of  ethics  for  students  while  in  the 
school  buildings  was  presented  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year.
